His Majefties former Council of Trade, whicb at the Motion of Sir Robert Murray, 
bat its ewent in His Majeſties late Council of Plantations, and wherein bis Lord- 
ſhips approbation was not wanting. 

Moreover , during bis Lordſhips High Chancellorſhip, his Lordſhip was 
pleaſed to nominate me in divers References concerning Suits depending in Chan- 
cery , about intricate Accompts , to aſſiſt in the Stating thereof ; which hath not 
been without ſome Emolument to my ſelf, and to the ſhortning of the Charge of the 
parties concerned. And here I muſt not omit to mention (to bis Lordſhips great 
renown ) that it fell to my Province, to tranſcribe a Schedule of about 80 Sheets 
of Paper , intended, and l believe principally ( if not wholly ) compaſed , by his 
Lordſhip, for the regulation of Chancery affairs , the ſpeedy diſpatch and Abridge- 
ment of the charge of Suits there depending ; all. which to pretermit , were to wear 
the badge of Ingratitude, and to weyl the well known worth of the ſaid mo$t ſagacions 
and Honourable Peer. 

2. That I might take the opportnnity of acquainting thoſe who are , or may be 
concerned , That I ſpend part of my time in Stating Merchants-Accompts , Ship- 
Accomprts, or any Controwerſal Intricate Accompts, and in computing of Intereſt, 
the Valuation or forbearance of Leaſes, Mcrtgages, and Annuities; and am to be 
beard of at Mr. Robert Horn's the Stationer, at the entrance on the Royal Ex-

And now as to the enſuing Work , I bawe this to ſay , That when I firſt Compo- 
ſed it , I obſerved a want of ſuch Queſtions , that might not tire- out the patience 
of the Reader or Student, there being none but Journals and Leidgers of other 
Authors in Print , ſeeming to ſome like a Labyrinth of a more than ſufficient length, 

and the which, when traced thorough, might poſſibly leawe the Reader unckilful in 
theſe ſhorter Queſtions ; ſome whereof have had their riſe from real Afﬀairs , which 
have happened much of the ſame kind.

2. Immediately after the word To, which is always uſed on the Debitor fide , muſt follow 
the name of that Account that is diſcharged, the word By, is always uſed on the Creditor 
ſide, andafter it follows the name of the Account that is charged. | 

3. All Accounts of Wares, Voyages, Commodities, ought to be Poſted at largein all 
the particulars, with a Column ruled in the middle therein, to expreſs the Number, 
Weight, or Meaſure of the Commodity , by help whereof the number and quality of the 
Goods unfold, may be known. 

4. Upon the Account of Wares, it 15 beſt to expreſs the _ and Price, and on the 
Buyer or Sellers Account the time and manner of payment, if room permit : And here 

Note, That it is unuſtal to uſe above one line in a parcel in the Leidger ; and now though 
Wares or Commodities are Poſted at large , yet there is no ſuch neceſlicy , that other Ac- 
counts be the like,

5. Diſcover by the Alphabet where that Account ſtands in the Leidger, you are tocharge, . 
or if the Account be not yet entred, frame an Account ina ſpare room, entring the Title in 
a fair tal:ax hand, and in the Kalender, the Folio where that Account ſtands; then in the 
outwardmoſt verge enter the Year, and in the firſt ruled ſpace, the Page of the Journal 
where that parcel ſtands, in the next the Month, afterwards the day , then the words of the 
parcel, and 1n the next ruled Columathe Page of -the Leidger where that parcel ſtands Cre.
